After inspecting hundreds of 
tiouaea where the epideraie had ap- 
peared, and putting no end of rats, 
dogs, cats and vermin of all sorts 
through a adeiitfie*'tldrd degrae".

none of th^ : was. responsible. Fi- 
nally by an elaborate prociaaa of rea- 
soning, suspicion simmered down to 
the biting stable ily. This explains 
why women are so much more prone 
to the disease than men. While the 
men are afield, the insect, hanging 
around the home, has greater oppor- 
tunity to bite women. 

"Although primarily a pest of 
live-stock," says Jennings and King, 
"this fly often invadea dweUli«B. 
While indoors it attacks the human 
inhabitants. Decaying straw is the 
material moat fovoraUe for ita breed- 
ing. It has the habit of utiiudng 
severa' persons in order to secure a 
single meal of blood, either from 
choice, or because when dislodged 
by one person it flies to another. 
This habit is important in connection 
with disease transmission. The sta- 
ble fly has been incriminated in the 
transmission of several diaaaaes of 
animals, and of infimtl • paralyds in 
children."
